Where did 


Professor Charles Eliot of Cam- 
bridge, a consultant to the Wil- 
mington Planning Board, is work- 
ing on a number of studies of the 
Town of Wilmington, under the so- 
called “701 Program’, which ts 
partly financed by the Federal 
Government, partly by the town and 
partly by the generous donation of 
five industries of Wilmington, 

Among the ‘draft?’ maps that 
Professor Eliot and his associates 
have produced is the one shown on 
the opposite page, showing the lo~ 
wation of water resources in the 
‘Town of Wilmington, 

‘The map ts not yet in its final 
form, but as a study is valuable to 
the people of Wilmington, for future 
use, 

But the question arises; Why is 
not the old bed of the Merrimac 
River not shown on a map which 
shows the water resources of the 
town? 

For the old Merrimac River once 
flowed through part of what is now 
Wilmington, » to the late 
Professor of M,1,T. Crosby 
was of the ‘that there would 
still be a flow of water in the bed 
of that old river - not free flowing 
of course, but what could be called 
an ‘underground stream’, 

Once upon a time, about two 
million years ago, the Merrimac 
flowed southward to the sea, and 
did ot turn east-northeasterly at 
the ‘point that is now Lowell. & 
went through Wilmington, and in 
Woburn was flowing at the place 
that is now the intersection of

During the four ice ages that 
made New England into something 
resembling the present day Green- 
land, the rivers stopped flowing. 
‘This, of course, included the Mer- 
rimac, 

At the end of the fourth and last 
ice age, about 10 thousand years 
ago, as the ice began to melt and 
the glaciers recede, there were 
vast geological changes made, 

Temporary rivers ran across 
the ice, and the bottom of those 
rivers can be traced today, in what 
are called ‘eskers’, Eskers are 
long serpentine gravel-sand hills, 
running in a south-easterly di- 
rection - the remains of the sand 
and gravel in those old rivers, 

Lakes were formed of the melt~ 
ing waters - lakes which later dis- 
appeared, There was at least one 
and perhaps several such lakes in 
Wilmington, The entire center part 
of the town was once the bottom of 
such a lake, 

Sometimes those lakes caused 
sand bar's to be deposited, and one 
such sand bar is today the Town 
of Tewksbury, in great part.

waters of the Merrimac became a 
lake, where Lowell is today. As 
more and more water flowed south- 
ward, the water level in that lake 
rose and rose, 

Finally the lowest point on the 
banks of that lake were found by 
the ever rising waters, That lowest 
point was to the east-north-east 
from the present Lowell, 

The rock over which the water 
trickled was a soft type, known as 
schist, and the water eroded it, 
more and more, until the river 
was flowing towards what is now 
Newburyport, andthe river no more 
flowed in the direction of Boston - 
and Wilmington, 

But the old bed is there - some 
where under Wilmington, several 
hundred feet down, It probably 
could be found somewhere in the 
vicinity of Silver Lake, 

‘There have been searches for it 
in other parts of town, Down where 
the Polyvinyl plant is today there 
were holes dug, about 15 years 
ago, which proved that the river 
was not to be found close to the 
present day surface, and National 
Polychemicals once had a hole dug 
which went down for over 1200 feet 
and found nothing. 

Perhaps no one can find it, But 
the old bed of the Merrimac River 
could be a valuable water resource 
for the Town of Wilmington, and 
perhaps could be shown on such a 
map as the Professor is making
